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The 4th In Winchester: 1640—1890. 
The celebration of Independence Day 


and the 250th anniversary of the settle. 
ment of the first white man on the soil 
of the present beautiful town of Win 
chester was a magnificent success. In 
plan and detail of exeeution it was the 
most brilliant affair ever witnessed on 
adth of July or any other anniversary 
day in the Mystic valley, and not. only 
the liberal-handed authorities of the 
town but everyone who took part in 
getting it up and carrying it out had a 
right to indulge in feelings of pride. 
No expense of money, time, work or 
trouble was spared to make it a grand 
celebration and the excellent taste and 
good judgment displayed in all the 
arrangements, from the minutest feature 
to its most important ones, were in the 


highest degree creditable to the com- 
mittees and managers of the very 
elaborate affair, There was absolutely 


nothing left open to criticism from even 
the most exacting and difficult to please. 

The weather was all that could have 
been desired. The ardent rays of a July 
aun were most of the time veiled by 
fleecy clouds; cool breezes fanned the 


town and the thousands of people 
gathered from miles around and kept 
them comfortable and amiable; and it 
seemed as though a kind providence 
conspired with the citizens to make a 
jubilee day that will not soon be for- 
gotten by the masses who were present 
and so highly enjoyed it. 

The representatives of the JOURNAL 
embrace this opportunity to acknowl- 
edge with thanks the rare courtesy 
with which they were treated by the 
authorities and committees. As ‘guests 
of the town” they were enabled to view 
the splendid procession from the balconies 
and spacious grounds of the ‘Town Hall 
which were reserved for invited guests; 
to listen with ease and pleasure to Mr, 
McCall's fine oration and other exercises 
in the Hall; to enjoy the grand banquet; 
for seats on the stand from which to 
look at the magnificent display of. fire- 
works and listen to the music of the 
bands; and for many other personal 
favors and courtesies. Naturally, the 
JOURNAL holds its Winchester neighbors 
in high esteem, and its good will towards 
them was in no whit abated by the 
generous favors its representatives re- 
ceived at their hands on the 4th. 

The great parade in the morning was 
three miles jong and a real triumph in 
design and execution. The procession 
was composed of military companies, 
brass bands, Scotch pipers, cavaleades, 
civic societies, fife and drum corps, 
trades displays, and many other organi- 
zations, not a feature of which could 
have been better conceived, carried out, 
or have given more pleasure to the 
vast crowds of men, women and children 
who lined the roads and streets over 
which it marched. There was no failure 
in any one of the many representations, 
but each was a complete and praise- 
worthy creation, and a credit to all 
concerned. Many pieces were unique, 
and all were excellent—altogether 
superior to the usual 4th of July pro- 
cession, Very wisely, ‘fantastics’ had 
no place in the programme, but in their 
stead were the “Landing of the Pil- 
grims,” “Aberjona ‘Tribe of Indians,” a 
company of the “Original Settlers of 
Charlestown,” “Minute Men’ of the 
Revolutionary War, “Uncle Sam,” a 
representation of the 42 States by 42 
young girls all bedecked in red, white 
and blue with the Goddess of Liberty 
resplendent in glittering stars and 
shining shield, magnificent floral dis- 
plays, a fine exhibition by the market- 
gardeners, many floats containing the 
best products of nature and art—the 
whole under the command and direction 
of several Marshals each with a numer- 
ous corps of Aids and all gay in hand- 
some uniforms and bright blades, a 
finely mounted and dressed Police force 
doing duty as guards on the march. 

The sentiment was everywhere = ex- 
pressed that it was the finest 4th of 
July parade ever seen in this part of 
the country outside of Boston, and it 
carried out its part of the celebration 
without a break or hitch. Not a word 
of anything but commendation was 
heard concerning it, and the musie of 
the brass bands, the Scotch pipers, and 
the lively rattle of the fife and drum 
companies enhanced the pleasure of the 
wayside witnesses of it, 

Winchester was gaily robed in holiday 
dress. ‘The decorations were numerous, 
appropriate and beautiful. General 
Seal, the veteran Boston decorator, was 
and finisher of this work, 
which is equal to saying that it was 
beautiful and artistic. Town Hall, the 
handsomest and best in the suburbs of 
Boston, was splendidly adorned inside 
and out with plants, flowers and bunting, 
and numerous mottoes wrought in 
flowers graced its exterior walla, Private 
hovses, stores, public buildings were 
all elaborately decorated with flags, 
streamers, flowers and evergreens, and 
presented a beautiful appearance. The 
whole town were in holiday temper and 
spirits as well as dress, and the freest of 
welcomes, the warmest of receptions, 
and the best of cheers, were extended 
by the citizens to the thousands of 
strangers within their gates. We never 
saw a town more abundantly or beauti- 
fully decked out, or a people more 
cordial and hearty in their greetings. 

The judges of the street exhibitions 
found much difficulty in deciding as to 
who were entitled to the prizes offered, 
They were: Lewis Parkhurst, C.F. 
Rice, William IF. Davis, D. A. Newton, 
and Charles 8, Parker of the Arlington 
Advocate. Their award was as follows: 
The ist Prize was awarded to the 
Float—the 42 ates, represented by 42

Call’s fine contribution to the patriotic 
celebration, After appropriate  musie, 
Abijah Thompson, Esq., a courtly gentle- 
man of the town, one of the old Woburn 
family of ‘Thompsons, of which Rev. 
Leander Thompson of No. Woburn is 
the accomplished historian, introduced 
Samuel W, McCall, Esq., of Winchester 
as Orator of the Day, the choice of 
whom for that post of honor was a very 
felicitous one, Gracefully presenting 
Mr. MeCall to his listeners, Mr. Thomp- 
son said: 


“Ladies and Gentleman, Fellow Citizens: 

The Board, the Honorable Selectmen, 
who officially vepresent the town of 
Winchester, have delegated me tq pre- 
side at this time on this exceedingly in- 
teresting occasion. Representing the 
Winchester Historical or Genealogical 
Society, allow me in its behalf to ae- 
knowledge the honor conferred, We are 
today celebrating the 260th anniversary 
of the first white settlement within the 
limits of the present town of Winchester, 
We have gathered within the walls of 
this municipal building erected upan 
land once owned by Ldward Converse. 
‘Today we commemorate the events of 
1640," 

Mr, McCall's oration was a model one 
for such an occasion, It was evidently 
the fruit of study, strong thinking, and 
industrious research, it wag appropriate 
too, which cannot truthfully be said of 
al! 4th of July orations, and it satis- 
tied the “4nts and expectations of the 
very large number Of intelligent people 
who heard it, The average ith of July 
oration is almost always a stale and un- 
profitable affair; but such was not the 
case with Mr, McOall's—his was fresh, 
original, admirably written, and well 
delivered, 

It was nearly half past one o'clock 
when the exercises closed in the hall, 
immediately after which the great Yale 
tent pitched on the lovely grounds of 
Mr. D. N. Skillings across the way from 
the Town House was filled with” those 
who held tickets for the grand banquet, 
with after-dinner speakers, musicians,

For 
several yenrs he was lecturer on Colonial 
History in Harvard University, and after- 
wards wrote and published several vol 
lines On the settlement and progress of 
the American colonics, He has the an 
nals of Massachusetts Bay and other 
early settlements at bis tongue’s end, so 
that when a speech of his is of an his. 
torical hue it always entertains as well 
as instructs.  Tlis effort was honored 
with profound attention trom beginning 
to end and elicited warm applause. 

Mayor Edward F. Johnson of this city 
responded to a call of lis name in a 
speech, the first part of which was re- 
ylete with ivony of the keenest sort, 
yut as it is published in another column 
of this issue of the JoURNAL we forbear 
further remarks concerning it. It was 
listened to with marked interest. 

Mayor Johnson was followed by 
dry postprandial orators among whom 
were Mr, Metcalf of Boston, «a former 
highly esteemed resident of Winchester ‘ 
Mr. Hl. H. Edes ot Charlestown, who 
represented the mother church of which 
Woburn became a daughter; Rev. J. W. 
Suter; Hon. D. A. Gleason of Medford; 
Rev. BE. G. Porter of Lexington, one of 
the very happiest of after-dinner speak- 
evs, and Col, Nat. A. Richardson, the 
historian of Winchester, All of these 
were interspersed with fine musie whieh 
added materially to the pleasures of the 
occasion,

It showed up like a fairy 
scene, and down in the centre of the 
Village and over on the FE Side the 
exhibition was almost brilliant. = It 
was apparent that Winchester planned 
big on illaminations and made a com- 
plete success of it. 

With the last rocket ended the Win- 
chester 4th ot July and 260th anniversary 
celebration, the largest, most brilliant 
and complete success ever achieved in 
this part of the country.

In our last lesson we saw the religious lead 
ers of the people contending with Him be 
cause He healed a woman on the Sab- 
bath day; but He put them to shame and 
caused his followers to rejoice. So shall it be 
again when those who cast out others for his 
sake say, Let the Lord be glorified; but He 
shall appear to the joy of his people and his 
enemies shall be ashamed (Isa, Ixvi, 5), He 
then repeated the parables of the mus 
tard seed and the leaven, both of which had 
a fulfillment in Israel at that time, and are 
having afulfiliment in the ehurch today, He 
added a prophecy concerning the coming 
desolation of Jerusalem because of her rejec 
tion of Him, indi wits continuance until 
He should come again. After this we find 
a Pharisee on the Sab- 
bath day, where He had evidently been in- 
vited to dine, He here heals a man who had 
the dropsy, and speaks a parable to the in- 
vited guests to teach them humility, after 
which He tells his host that if, when he 
makes a feast, he would invite those who 
were unable to return the compliment, he 
would have a recompense at the resurrection 
of the just; and this leads one of the guests to 
give utterance to the first words of our lesson 

15, “Blessed ishe that shall eat bread in 
the kingdom of God." According to the 
first part of this verse, that which enused the 
guest to utter these words was the Saviour’s 
remark concerning the resurrection of the 
just. 

16, “Then said He unto him, A certain man 
made a great supper, and bade many.” This 
parable is somewhat similar to thatin Matt, 


ay 
Him in the house of 


xxii, but that was spoken during Passion 
week in Jerusalem, and this while on His 
way to Jerusalem (Luke xiii, 22; xviii, 31). 


In both he covers Israel's rejection, and the 
present dispensation of gathering out the 
church, reaching forward to the marriage of 
the Lamb at the time of the resurrection of 
the just and of the restoration of the IKing- 
dom to Israel 

17. “Come; for all things are now ready.” 
This was the message whith the servants were 
tocarry Johu the Baptist, and the twelve 
were some of the servants as they went forth, 
saying: ‘Repent, for the Kingdom of Heaven 
is at hand.” The salvation of Jehovah, 
whether it be the Kingdom offered to Israel, 
or the higher position offered to the church, 
isa prepared salvation even as Simeon said;

|A Song, Interrupted by Musketry, We 
Fintshed Several Months Later, 

| Rey, Dr. Henry M. Field, editor of 


The New York Evangelist and the au 


| thorofa recent volume entitled “Bright 
| Skies and Dark Shadows,” a compila 
| tion of war reminiscences, in a letter 


| sugested that the hero of one of his 
best chapters was now residing in Kan- 
sas City, The story was that just be- 
}fore the battle of Franklin (Tenn. a 
Federal officer was being entertained 
| by the family of Col, MeEwen, then, 
as now, & prominent citizen of that 
place, One of Col. MeBwen’s daugh- 
ters was singing to the offleer the at 
that time popular melody, ‘Just Be 
fore the Battle, Mother.” The song 
was interrupted at the conclusion of 
the first verse by the roll of musketry. 
The officer hurried to the battlefield, 
was there desperately wounded, and 
fora long time wavered between life 
and death. On 
Franklin, nearly months after 
that desperate battle, he called at the 
mansion of Col. MeEwen and asked 
the young lady to complete the song 
left unfinished when the battle began 

Col. lL. Hl. Waters, of this city, was 
the Federal officer mentioned, and the 
terrible wound he received at the bat- 
tle of Franklin was not completely 
healed until 1884, when the last piece 
of bone was taken out. 

“The battle of I’ranklin has not oc- 
cupied iny thoughts for at least twen- 
ty-live years,” said Col, Waters, “but 
as Tlook back upon that day in No- 
vember, and remember the hospitality 
accorded me by the family of Col. 
wen, I can the events of that 
time asin a mirror, IT was colonel of 
the Highty-fourth Illinois under Kim- 
| ball, and on the day in question, Noy, 
| 80, we had been busy all day perfect- 
ing our intrenchinents. We had but 
live divisions to licod’s entire 
army and we were rushing to get our 
defenses completed, Our lines took 
in the town of Franklin, our right and 
left flanks resting on Harper's Perry. 
| “In the afternoon of that day Gen. 
Kimball and I went out prospecting for

We had had no 
breakfast or dinner and were conse- 
| quently very hungry. Col. McEwen’s 


residence was a fine old property, situ- 
ated on a slight elevation. We asked 
a native who lived there. He told us, 
at the same time informing us that he 
was a lawyer by profession, and that he 
was at that time at home, Arriving at 
the house we were greeted pleasantly 
by Col, McEwen, and on our informing 


him that we had eaten nothing that 
day, not because of want of appetite, 
but lack of viands, he gave us a sub- 


stantial eold lunch. He also introduced 
us to his daughters, of whom he had 
three, all of whom I believe were single 
}at that time, Gen. Kimball suggested 
that the young ladies entertain us with 
sone music and the request was com- 
plied with. 

‘*As you are hourly expecting to

It was the fol- 
lowing April when we were returning 
through Franklin that Gen, Kimball 
and [again called upon Col, MeEwen 
to thank him for his hospitality and to 
apologize for our abrupt departure on 
the day of the battle of Franklin. 1 
still had my arm ina sling. While we 
were enjoying the colonel’s hospitality 
I told the young ladies that now would 
be an excellent time to complete the 
song Which had been so suddenly brok

On Foot Through Arlington. 


A tour through the charming suburbs of 
Boston ia better enjoyed from a seat on 
/“Shanks Mare” than by any other method 
of travel, One by carriage, horseback or 
Toycle, necessitates too mach mounting and 
dismounting to make either an agreeable 
mode of locomotion, but a foot tramp 
through the streets and lanes of fair towns 
lying adjacent to Boston in “leafy June” is 
a positive luxury, and a pastime too seldom 
indulged in by the busy, hustling denizen 
of the erowded metropolis. Except sea 
ward pedestrian trips in’ any direction 
from the “Hab” are well calculated to afford 
enjoyment which cannot be easily obtained 
in any other way, and it is a matter of 
surprise that so few comparatively of city 
people avail themselves of the pleasure 
that such trips afford 

Among the suburbs of Boston no one 
possesses more or stronger attractions for 
lithe tramp in search of pleasing sights than 
Arlington. Tt offers rewards for a visit 
such as few other towns have it in their 
power to give. ‘There is no more beautiful 
scenery, Whether of wood, hillside, flelds or 
water, to be found in all Boston's delightful 
environs Uiin within the limits of Arlington, 
and he who, with lunch and pipe and a 
plenty of leisure, spends the summer day 
among them is not only well repaid with 
presenthappiness, but stores up in memory’s 
Vaults things that will be agreeable to 
recollect and dwell upon in future years, 

Arlington has been fickle in her names, 
but in other respects no town in Middlesex 
county has been more conservative, staid, 
or tenacious of ancient landmarks than she, 
First, Menotomy, then West Cambridge, 
now Arlington—the first the best of all—all 
three she has answered to since her evolu. | 
tion from a Cambridge Parish away back in 
ante-Revolutionary days, but whether to 
this, that or the other, in her case, as 
always, it has been found that a rose by any 
other name smells just as sweet, 

It does not matter from which side 
Arlington is entered by the tourist, he will 
be sure to like itand soon renlize that he 
has made no mistake in selecting the scene 
for his holiday outing. It is only five or 
six miles north of the State House, half 
that distance from ‘Fair Tlarvard,” and 
20 or 80 minutes drive south from Lexington 
Common, the spot on which the Revolu- 
tionary War began. If the pedestrian 
enters the lower part of the village, (50 
years ago and previously called the “middle 
vo’ the town”) via North Avenue, the first} 
thing that will be likely to attract: his at- 
tention and command his admiration will be 
the beautiful shaft (standing on the site of 
the old ‘*Fowle store’) erected in memory 
of the brave men who laid down their lives 
ou Southern battlefields in defense of our 
country.

Charles; in front ie the ‘iiib” dominated 
by the Capitol with its golden crown, its; 
church spires, vast blocks of brick and| 
stone, the Common like an emarald gem} 
setin the midst; beyond, old Dorchester 
Heights, come into view, the Blue Hills of 
Milton, the gardens, groves and palatial 
homes of Roston’s nabobs in Brookline are 
allseen. Stillfurthes eroynd are Brighton, 
Watertown, Belmont~and here the pano- 
rama ends right at the base of the eminence 
onwhich he stands, with Spy Pond, a lovely 
sheet of water, close at its feet.

Having feasted his vision on this beauti-

“Tleights" to the main street which is lined

}of prosperous citizens, sandwiched with 
trim cottages, and now and then a square, 
|} severely plain “old Continental” in which 
lived and flourished some of the earlier set- | 
tlers of the quiet, beautiful town. Side} 
streets at frequent intervals run out into 
adjacent territory that fifty years ago was 
flelds, pastures and orchards, These too 
boast of thelr plensant homes. 

Arlington abounds in history af the JJevo- 
lutionary period, Swinging slowly along 
the eye of the pedestrian falls on many 
white marble tablets by the wayside, and 
halting to scan their inseriptiona he finds 
they mark the spots where patriotic citizens 
were slain by British soldiers, and where 
the soldiers in turn were made to bite the 
dust by well directed Yankee bullets, on 
the memorable 19th of April, 1775, when 
the English army at Boston undertook to 
seize the powder stored in the Concord 
meetinghoyse and were heroically driven 
back in a rout to thelr barracks agrose the 
Charles, Thanks to Yankee pluck and 
good fighting qualities the *tred coats” suf- 
tered severely on that historic occasion and 
immany of them were killed. These tablets 
show where patriots who were engaged in 
that gallant defense of their homes and lib- 
erties fell as well as many of King George's 
soldlery sent op thet day to teach the 
“rebels” submission to his royal will and| 
mandate, Although the thermometers reg- 
istered “90 in the shade,” that 19th of April 
was a cold day” for the British army in 
Boston, or at least for that part of it which 
was so gallantly met by the Minutemen of 
Menatomy, Lexington and Concord and 
driven back to where they come trom, leay- 
ing many dead and dying along the route of 
their rapid and ignominious retreat. 

A small, neat Common, with the Unita- 
rian meetinghouse on one edge of it, the 
Whittemore mansion on another, with a 


social life, written by a German woman, 
but is translated by an American into good 
English. lIlere we find in its perfection the 
German conception of the nature, capacity 
and sphere of woman.

“Stage Land,” and the “Idle Thoughts of 
an Idle Fellow.” 
“Bright Skies and Dark Shadows” by 
Henry M. Field. A book from Mr. Field 
is always welgonje for he travels with his! 
eyes employed and his thoughts busy.

Under 
the beautiful trees, and out of the palms 
and orange groves he recognizes the race 
problem, ‘the greatest that ever touched a 
nations life.” Ile deseribes New England in 
the South, Lookout Mountain, the historie 
battlepeld of Murfreesbro ‘which tells its! 
story silently on thirty thousand graves.” 
It was Lord Beaconsfield who said “the 
two greatest events in history were the 
Siege of Troy and the French Revolution,” 
and so we are glad to offer to our readers 
such a work as Justin McCarthy in the 
French Revolution, written ina style grace- 
ful and jorgille, clear and concise,—a style 
of which Mr. McCarthy is an acknowledged 
master. ‘The causes of the revolution are 
treated from the time of Louis XIV., and 
the first volume closes with the destruction 
of the Bastile. ‘To supplement this we 
would recommend the Life of Marie An- 
toinette just published in an attractive form 
by Scribner's Sons. Marie Antoinette 
stands before the reader as the only person 
by the side of king Juouis § VI, as the sor- 
rowing mother, and the yictiny of the neck- 
lace conspiracy. All the scenes in which 
the Queen appeared before her people and 
her friends are vividly portrayed. ‘The

Walters served under Capt, (af 
terward Gen.) Sedgwick in the Mevxi 
can war, and was for many years the 
orderly at the headquarters of the 
under Gen, Wintield Seott and 
him in’ Mexico Wal- 
ters was born May IS821, or, as he 
states, upon “the very day that great 
soldier, Napoleon Bonaparte, left this 
world IT eaine into it.” Sergt. Walters 
entered the army by enlisting in the 
Second regiment of artillery, then eom 
manded by Col Bankhead, Jan, 21, 
1845, and with that regiment went to 
Mexico, 

Before the siege of Vera Cruz hoe was 
detailed as an orderiy at the headquar 
ters of Gen. Scott. When the 
sommeneed he rejoined his company 
and was in charge of three mortars 
planted about a mile from the city, The 
landing was made in March, from the 
{th to the 11th, and the little band of 
12,500 men opened trenches, threw up 
breastworks and planted the mortars.

Cruelly to Dogs. 


Eprron Wonurn Journar : In read- 
ing a late copy of the JourNAL my eye 
fell upon the official notice of your city 
anent the **muzzling”’ and ‘restrain- 
ing” of dogs during the midsummer 
months and as a native and old resident 
of Woburn I beg a bit of space in the 
columns of your paper to utter my pro- 
test against such an unjust and cruel 
edict as noted above. 

Iam surprised that the wise and 
sensible Mayor of Woburn (proven so 
in divers ways) should have given his 
official consent and sea! to such an act, 
tor he ought to know that to muzzle a 
dog, especially in hot weather, deprives 
him of the act and privilege of perspir- 
ing and of refreshing himself with 
water at will. ‘The dog perspires ouly 
through, and at his mouth and to muz- 
zle him is an act of absolute cruelty, 

The dog is a very nervous animal 
and very sensitive to kind, or cruel 
treatment. ‘The ‘mad dog” scare is 
u very groundless one and it is « won- 
der that otherwise sensible people can 
be found so utterly credulous and timid 
of such a rare trouble and disease as is 
rabies, or hydrophobia. It may exist 
but, as above stated, is so rare that in 
a life time a ease may not be known. 
I state with authority that there have 
been only two cases in this State during 
the last eight years. Fear and tetanus 
(commonly called *‘lock-jaw’) and bad 
blood cause the many cases of hydro- 
phobia reported. I have been bitten 
often by my own and strange dogs and 
the only effect has been a scar. 

There are few dogs so wicked as to 
injure any one; the fault in most cases 
is with the man, woman or child and 
not the dog. If a dog is tormented, 
worried, insulted or anywise ill treated 
he naturally retaliates but he has not 
hydrophobia. ‘The dog is a noble, 
faithful animal, and if he is otherwise 
he is made so by man—infinitely more 
bruta) than he is. 

‘*Yhe more J see of men the better 
I love dogs’ and { hope the dog owners 
of Woburn will keep their dogs muz- 
zled, or restrained, as kindly and lightly 
as possible and that soon a more en- 
lightened feeling may prevail as to their 
bruteness.

A Visit to Lake Tahoe 

Leaving the Central Pacific 
Truckee, 208 miles east of San Fran. 
cisco, we reich the Lake by a stage 
ride of 14 miles along the Truckee 
River, and grand and beautiful scenery 
along the of high rocks and 
picturesque mountains the sides of 
which are covered with stately pines. 
In places where the walls recede from 
the stream are charming little nooks, 
meadows and valleys, and at almost 
every turn of the rond and river new 
beauties present themselves to view. 
There are delightful surprises on every 
hand over every mile of the road from 
Truckee to Tahoe city, whieh town is 
situated at the outlet of the Lake. 

Taking into consideration the sur- 
roundings there can hardly be a more 
beautiful: Mountain Lake, lying as it 
does between the eastern and western 
summit ridges of the main ridge of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains at an eleva- 
tion of 6247 feet above the leyel of the 
sea. Its length is a little over 21 
miles. Roughly, it has the form of a 
parallelogram, lying nearly north and 
south about one third in Nevada and 
the remainder in California, and having 
an area of 204 square miles.

‘The lake receives the 
waters of 51 creeks and brooks, the 
largest of which is the Upper ‘Truckee 
which empties in at the south end, the 
only outlet is the Truckee River. 

It is very difficult to swim in this 
lake on account of the great elevation 
aud reduced atmospheric pressure on the 
water rendering the lake less buoyant 
than bodies of fresh water at a sea level. 
The Lakein some respects is treacherous 
and dangerous. It is subject to sudden 
heavy squalls; fierce gusts of wind at 
times rush down from the big canyons 
causing the water to boil with fury. 
These squal!s are liable to capsize any | 
boat and unless an experienced boat- 
man be of the purty, fatal results are 
almost sure to fullow. The bodies of 
persons drowned in the Luke are never | 
recovered unless very near the shore. | 
‘The bodies of no less than 12 men are 
known to lie at the bottom of the Luke, 
and among them there came very near 
being that of your correspondent, 
occurring as follows: 

On the afternoon before my departure 
from the Lake, in company with two 
fellow tourists. I went out for a fare- 
well fishing trip. Taking a boat at 
the wharf in front of the Hotel, we 
rowed out about 1-4 of a mile towards 
the centre of the Luke, where after a} 
half hour's skillful angling we sue- 
ceeded in landing a dozen or more 
‘¢speckled beauties” in the bottom of 
the boat. Being satisfied with these, | 
we turned our bout homewards. I was 
seated on a box placed on the small 
platform in the extreme end of the 


boat, trolling my line along in water, 
leisurely puffing a cigar and enthusi- 
asticully ‘taking in’ the magnificent 
surrounding scenery, when a 12 pound 
trout appropriated the hools and jnsjsted | 
on perambulating in the opposite direc-| 
tion. J at first opposed his wishes, | 
when the boat making a sudden lureh 
I as suddenly changed my mind, like- 
wise my position, and turning 
graceful a somersault as the surround- 
ing circumstances would permit I 
silently followed his troutship into the 
water as before stated. The water of} 
this Lake is decidedly dificult to swim 
in, owing to its extreme dampness, 
and other scientific reasons too numerous 
to mention, and after a few spasmodic 
strokes, gettivg my mouth full of the 
previously described crystal pure water, 
I went down. When I next became 
acquainted with myself IT was being 


us 


rolled to and fro on the plattorm in 
front of the Hotel ostensibly for the 
purpose of reducing the water supply.

Suggestions for a Marine Barometer, 
A suggestion for bettering weather 
predictions has been made by Capt. 


Branklin Fox, a well known English 
seaman, During January, 1890, when 
terrific gales burst upon the British 


islands, he finds that barometers at 
London gave no reliable monitions of 
these disastrous cyclones, His own 
idea is that the atmospheric power of 
rising or depressing the mereury in a 
barometer is affected by the ameunt of 
electricity in the air at the moment, 
and that ‘‘to have strict, reliable weather 
glasses we require electric tests of the 
conditions of the atmosphere attached 
to them.” 

It may be true, as Capt, Fox has sup- 
posed, that electricity has an effect on 
the oscillations of the mercury in the 
glass, During the passage of an elec- 
tric storm over a station the mercury, 
for reasons never fully explained, al- 
most invariably rises or falls very rap- 
idly, though it often returns to its pre- 
vious level when the storm is past. 
There is little doubt that the electrical 
state of clouds, as Lord Rayleigh has

10. “There was a certain rich man, which 
was clothed in purple and fine linen, and 
fared sumptuously everyday.” In the mar- 
gin of the RK. V, “faring sumptuously” i 
translated as “living in mirth and splendor,” 
So that we have before us one who had all 
that heart could wish, as faras this world is 
concerned, and he made the most of it, and 
was no doubt envied and sought after by 
many, An invitation to his house was some- 
thing desirable, and perhaps never refused, 
Dit in all the wealth and mirth and splendor 
ot his home there was nothing pleasing to 
God, 

20,21, “And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was Inid at his gate, 
full of sores, and desiring to be fed with the 
crambs which fell from the rich man’s table; 
moreover the dogs came and licked his sores,” 
Verhaps there could not be a greater contrast 
than the rich man ia his luxury and this poor 
beggar in his pover Wy and afilic tion, and no 
ordinary person would hesitate a moment if 
asked to choose for themselves the position of 
one or the other 

But when we consider the whole lesson in 
the light of here and hereafter, we shall see 
that it might well be called “The story of the 
two beggars.” ‘The one was a beggar during 
the short time of his carthly pilgrimage, the 
other became a beggar for all eternity. 

22. “And it came to pass that the beggar 
died and was carried by the angels into Abra- 
han’s bosom.” ‘Thoso who cali this para- 
bie take it upon themselves to assume the re- 
sponsibility of so doing, Iam not willing to 
do so, having no authority, and prefer to ac- 
cept itasa plain statement of facts by one 
io knew whereof He affirmed, and was 
eupable of giving us 4 glimpse of the unseen, 
with which He was perfectly familiar, 

“The rich man iso died, and was buried.” 
His wealth could not prolong his life, nor 
vould his many friends and admirers detain 


him, He, too, has gone from present things, 
leaving all his mirth and splendor behind 
him 

“Andin hell (R , hades) he lifts up 


his eyes, being in torments, and seeth Abra 
ham afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom,” 
Noescort of holy sugels awaited him, nor 
does he find himself in rest and peace, much 
less in mirth and splendor, Even while they 
are weeping body, and tenderly 
caring for it, he is in torment, in that portion 
of Tades, or the place of departed spirits, 
where the lost await the resurrection of the 
body, the great white throne, and their ever- 
lasting punishinent in the lake of fire (Rev, 
xx, 5, 11-15; xxi, 8). The word “hell” is 
found in the New ‘Testament about twenty- 
three times; twelve times it is Gehenna, or 
the place of everlasting burnings, and eleven 
dimes it is Hades, or the place of departed 
spirits Hhetween death and resurrection, The 
R. V. makes the distinction. This is a diffl- 
cult lesson for those who believe that there is 
no consciousness between death and resurrec- 
tion, for the facts as stated by the Lord Jesus 
completely upset such # notion, 

25. ‘Non, remember, Does not this seem 
to imply that at least part of the agony of 
the lost will be the un remembrance 
of pust sins, past opportunities forever gone, 
past ingratitude to God which can never be 
remedied?) Those who in this life give them- 
selves up to pleasure, saying unto God, De: 
part from us; for we desire not the knowledge 
of ‘Thy ways,” will in due time know the 
meaning of these words, ‘Woe unto you that 
ave rich! for ye have received your consola- 
tion” (Job xxi, 13; Luke vi, 24). 

26, “Between us and you there is a great 
gulffixed.” Taking this verse as we tind it, 
the doctrine of probation after death is swept 
away; for according to this there is no pass- 
ing from the place of the lost to the place of 
the blest. Meaven is above all fear, hell is 
below all hope, Jesus said to the unbelieving 
of {lisday, **Yoshall dioin your sins! whither 
I go, ye cannot come” (John viii, 21), “These 
thall go away into everlasting punishment; 
but the righteous into life eternal” (Matt. xxv, 
46). Tho punishment is the same length as 
the life; for it is precisely the same word in 
the Greele whieh is art ied to each, 

27, 28. “Send hint to my father’s house, 
for I have five brethren; that he may testify 
unto them lest they also come into this place 
of torment,” Hero is a lost soul anxious for 
the salvation of those on earth who are, like 
he was, indifferent to their eternal welfare. 
What a wonder this is when saved souls on 
earth manifest so little anxiety for the salva- 
tion of others, Ov is ita wonder when we 
consider that this lost soul knew what it 
meant to be lost, for he was experiencing 
their torment; while saved ones on earth too 
often seem not to believe that it means any- 
thing very bad not to be saved, 

20. “Abraham saith unto him, They have 
Moses and the prophets; letthem hear them.” 
The word of God, even the Scriptures of the 
Old Testament, ave all sufficient to guide us 
Juto the way of pence, for there is but one 
way of salvation revealed in the whole Word 
of God, and that is salvation by a substitute, 
the innocent taking the place of the guilty. 
Whether we consider the coats of skins for 
Adam and Eve, or Abel's sacrifice, or the ram 
offered in the stead of Isaac, or the constant

A Renaissance, 

A Renaissance (re—again, and nais- 
sance—Dbirth) means simply a new birth 
or revival; but the word, as used, is 
always understood to mean a_ revival 
in learning. The period known as the 
Renaissance, by way of eminence, dates 
from the taking of Constantinople by 
the Turks (1453), but long before that 
epoch the love for classical literature 
had been reviving. ‘This event, how 
ever, gave a decided impulse to the 
revival of learning in western KMurope; 
the learned nen of the Greek or 
astern Empire sought new homes in 
the Occident and established 
throughout Burope. The revival of 
learning, the invention of printing 
(1450 A. D.), the discovery of the new 
world (1492), the decline of feudalisin, 
the elevation of the middle classes, all 
contributed to bring about ‘The 
Renaissance;” the Reformation fol 
lowed soon after (1517), ignorance was 
dissipated and superstition abated. 

With the revival of classical litera 
ture came uw taste for classical architect- 
ure, and during the Seventeenth and 
Kighteenth centuries there existed a 
distinct style known as the Renaissance 
in architecture, following that of sculp 
ture and painting, and in time the 
saints of the Middle Ages gave place to 
the and goddesses of ancient 
Greece and Rome, The renaissance 
reached its climax about the beginning 
of the present century, but the people 
finally rebelled when window light had 
to be sacrificed to the reproduction of 
an ancient - Brooklyn 
Eagle.

‘Thus they grew 
to great size and lived out their span of 
life, which at best is not very great, for 
the elm is a fast growing tree and rare- 
ly lives during a longer period than 
two centuries or two centuries and a 
half. The most vigorous of them be- 
| gin to show the first signs of decay be- 
fore they have seen a century and a 
half go by, and an elm a hundred 
years old in perfect health is now diffl- 
cult to find excepf oy some exceptian- 
ally fertile river Jands like those which 
border the upper Connecticut.

plant where the soil is deep and rich 
and where moisture is abundant and 
constant; it is one of the least desirable 
of all trees to set by the side of city 
streets, where plant food is always 
lacking and where moisture is quickly 
carried off by the artifleial drainage of 
road bed and service pipes it a

Frightful Railroad Accident. 


A railroad accident took place at Quincy, 
on the Old Colony Railroad, at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, by which 10 persons 
were instantly killed, 12 died within a short 
time at the Quincy Hospital, and 30 or more 
were hurt, the nature of the injuries vary- 
ing from fatal to mere cuts or bruises. 

According to the best informatiou obtain 
able, workmen engaged in repairing the 
roadbed near President's Bridge, about one 
eighth of a mile north of Quincey station, in 
a deep cut and at the end of a sharp curve, 
had neglected to properly protect them- 
selves by flags, and fled from their work at 
the whistle of « train approaching round the 
curve, and either had not time, or else tor- 
got, to remove a “track jack,” an instra- 
ment 3 or 4 feet in height, used in the re- 
pairs. ‘The train was the express from 
Woods Holl, due in Boston at 1.10 P.M 
Its engine struck the jack and was derailed 
and thrown upon its Side against the cut, 
Three cars passed the engine, but the fourth 
left the rails, its truck was forced through } 
the floor, one end was torn to pieces, and 
the car overturned upon the engine. ‘Lo 
the damage of the crushing of the car was 
added the horror of escaping steam from 
the engine, and most of the killed were 
actually scalded to death. Eleven bodies 
were removed from this car alone. The} 
three rear cars remained onthe rails. Their | 
occupants were nothing woree than scared 
and slightly shaken up. Surgeons and am- 
bulances were at once summoned from Bos- 
ton, the people of the vicinity hastened to 
render aid and the work of the removal of 
the dead and wounded from the wreck was 
at once begun, the injured being nearly all 
cared for atthe Quincy Hospital. Prepara- 
tions were made tor their reception at the 
Boston City and Massachusetts General 
Hospitals, but their accommodations were 
not needed,—Boston Journal, 20th.

Retlex Nerve Action, 

Why is it that upon taking an im 
prudently large mouthful of ice cream 
one is apt to feel a sensation of violent 
pain in the temple? ‘The ice cream, 
when such a big mouthful of it is’ in- 
enutiously swallowed, produces a chill- 
ing effect upon the nerves of the larynx, 
or “voice box,” and of the pharynx, in 
the throat, The sensation shoots back 
to the center of those nerves in the 
brain, but there it finds a side connee- 
tion with the great facial nerve that 
starts from in front of the ear and ex- 
tends its branches over the side of the 
face, 

One branch of this facial nerve ex- 
tending across the temple is a nerve of 
sensation, while the other branches are 
nerves of motion, governing chiefly the 


play of the mouth, ‘The pain from the }

Boiling Water Not a Guarantee of Purity. 

It isthe custom to believe that the 
most impure water will be rendered 
pure by boiling, and that an absolute 


safeguard against the danger of water | 


containing disease germs is thus af- 
forded. While it is true that boiling 
will kill the germs of disease, yet the 
fact has been pointed out by the very 
highest authority that while boiling 
kills the germs of a particular disease, 
it yet, in reality, renders the water 
more impure than it was before, be- 
cause by the very death of these 
gerins dead organic matter is allowed 
to remain in the water, which is short- 
ly polluted by putrefaction, Hence, 
while boiling is a most excellent pre- 
caution against the occurrence of 
typhoid feyer or similar diseases, it 
must be borne in mind that the water 
is not necessarily purified, but that 
slmply the power to produce a specific 
disease is removed.——New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser,

Sao Francisco was settled in 
Spanish Soldiers and Missionaries, and was 
first called **Yerba Buena,’ 
Herb,” the name of « plant that grew abun 
duntly here and was highly prized for its 
healing virtues. In 1846, when the Stars 
and Stripes were first unfurled in California, 
and the Territory claimed by and declared 
to be under the protection of the United 


States by the gallant young ‘*Path-Finder” 


John C, Fremont, the name was changed to 
San Francisco, In 1847 the first census 
was taken and the city was found to contain 
a population of 459. The discovery of gold 
a year Jater wonderfully quickened its 
growth and in 1852, tour years afterwards, 
the population had increased to 85,000; the 
present census it is estimated will give the 
«ity a population of at least half a million, 
Should the rate remain constant San Fran- 
cisco will become one of the first cities of 
the country. 

San France 
exceedingly well built city. The streets 
are mostly marked by steep ascents, are 
broud, well paved and bordered by hand- 
some buildings. California street, the 
“Beacon street’ of San Francisco, has 
some of the finest residences in the country, 


conspicuous among which are those of Col. | 


Cc. F, Crocker and Senator Staniford, the 
Railroad kings of the Pacific const. Among 
the most noteworthy buildings in the busi- 
ness portion of the city is the Palace Hotel, 
built at a cost of $5,000,000. It occupies 
an entire block, is 9 stories high, contains | 
850 rooms and accommodations for 1200 
guests. Also worthy of note is Odd Fel- 
lows ‘Temple on Market street erected at a 
cost of nearly half a million of dollars, 
The fraternity numbers over 80,000 in Cali- 
fornia, and the beautiful building is but 
characteristic of the prosperity enjoyed by 
it throughout the entire State. Here are 
che offices of the Grand Lodge officers. In 
che building are also headquarters of sev- 
eral other secret societies. Should any of 
the Woburn Brethren chance to visit San 
Francisco I would cordially recommend 
them to call on Grand Secretary Lyons, 
who as a true Odd Fellow and always deems 
ita pleasure to extend the right hand of 
fellowship to visiting brothers in a manner 
that makes you at once feel at home. 

The Masons are now building @ magnifi- 
cent Teniple, which when completed is des- 
tined to eclipse anything of the kind in the 
country. ‘This Order is very strong on the 
Pacifle const, particularly in San Francisco, 
where, just at the present time, the craft are 
making extensive preparations to receive 
and entertain the Eastern representatives of 
chat branch of the Order known as the 
“Mystic Shrine,” who are now en route for 
California via Washington and Oregon. 

For many years in a commercial and 
manufacturing way, the Pacific coust, 
through San Francisco, paid heavy tribute 
to the marts of the Hast. ‘This however de- 
creased as the country developed and busi- 
ness of every kind gradually settled down 
toa solid foundation and within the piust 
few yeurs has dwindled to almost hothing 
in comparison to its former magnitude. 
Now, boots, shoes and clothing of San 
Francisco manufacture, which seems to be! 
preferable to both merchant and consumer, 
are tu be found in every town on the coast 
from Vancouver to Lower California, while 
some of the largest linporting and jobbing 
houses in the country are located at San 
Franciseo, A larger percent of the insur- 
ance business, Fire, Life and Accident, is 
written by California companies. 

The magnitude of some of the financial 
transactions (the legitimate ones, I mean) 
would, at first, cause the conservative Hast- 
ern capitalist to turn pale and tremble, 
Most of the banks doa very heavy business 
and are Gapitaled accordingly, ‘The leading 
institutions of the kind on the coast are 
the First National and the Nevada Bank, 
both of San Francisco, The latter has a 
paid up capital of $5,000,000 and a surplus 
of u# much more, 

The shipping of San Francisco is very 
extensive, and, ag in Boston, ships flying 
the flags of all Nations may be seen at all 
times in the Harbor. 

The street car system is unexcelled, 
Over 50 miles of Cable Road are in opera- 
tion traversing all parts of the city climbing 
the steep hills, affording the residents of the 
hilly sections easy and cheap communica. 
tion with the business parts. A trip over 
these lines affords the finest views that can 
be obtained of the city. Notwithstanding 
the assertion of Bro, B, D. Newton that 
San Francisco is the wickedest city in the 
world there are many beautiful churches of 
alniost every denomination, evidently well 
attended, aud presided over by some of the 
moat coinent theologians in the country, 

San Francisco is rarely fortunate in the 
deliglttul drives and beautiful views that 
abound in the vicinity, The drive to the 
Clit? House and Seal Kock is by most pre- 
ferred. The city is lett behind at Bush 
street and for} miles the way lies constward 
over an admirable roud between low grass 
covered hills. When one reaches the Olitf 
and stands upon the broad low piazza of the 
Hotel, a beautiful panorama is spread out 
before him.

The isolation of Moosilauke makes it the 
urandest of view points It is situated 
chiefly in Benton, a little distance across 
the line from Warren, and the traveller 
when going northwest on the White Mount- 
ain Division of the B. & L. RR. will see on 
}the right this grand, bald peak, 
jeyes linger upon it until the beholder is 
tmipressed with the ine xpressible grandeur 
jot its loveliness. We recall Whittier’s 
description of this peak as he watched its 
‘nameless slide-scarred crest” while de- 
scending into the valley of the Connecticut, 
In every imaginable way it has a grandeur 
peculiarly its own, 
crowned king of America’s Switzerland, 
holds its kingship unsurpassed, but Moosi- 
lnuke towers above the neighboring peaks 
like a sentinel on duty since creation'’s 
Juawn tits lone majesty, and the glories of 
its sunset surpass description, With an 
altitude of 4, S11 feet itis the highest peak 
of the White Mountain kroup weat of 
Mount Lafayette, 

The name Moosilauke is of [adian origin 
jand is derived from two Indian words 
signifying ‘a bald place ;"—the appropriate- 
ness of ite tithe is readily seen. A trip to 
the summitund its broad plateau ean be 
easily nade fromthe picturesque, mountain- 
locked village of Warren, Starting in the 
early morning, the mountain breeze fills 
us with the joy of expectation, and the 
buckbourd leads the flow of conversation 
tothe extravagances of W. H. EH, Murray 
in his related experiences with the same 
kind of vehicle, We have a most careful | 
guide holding the reins, and with **Black 
Dan" and roan **Robert" we pass along the 
beautiful road to Breezy Voint and reach 
the favorably known Muoosilauke House, at 
the base of the mountain, mid-way upon

A Young Author's Good Fortune, 

The experience of Mr, I, Eaton, the 
winner of The Youth’s Companion 
prize of $1,000 for the best story for 
girls in the recent competition, isa strik- 
ing illustration of the successes that 
are occasionally won at a bound by 
Wholly unknown writers of fletion, His 
prize story, “Way Out ‘n the Prary 
Kentry,” which appeared in the me- 
morial day issue of The Companion, 
was the second short story he ever 
wrote and the first one that he ever 
submitted to a publisher, Mr, Eaton 
is 83 years of age, married and a law- 
yer by vocation, He enjoys a luera- 
tive practice at Olean, N. Y., the place 
of his birth, and is now serving his 
seventh term as city attorney, 

In his fifteenth year Mr. Naton re- 
ceived a severe gunshot wound while 
hunting pigeons, whieh deprived him 
of the end of one finger and filled an 
arm with bird shot.

Yet he was in every sense 
a pietoresyjue figure in eriminal an 
nals, He was the only man T ever 
met who educated himself 
able to do éyerything connected with 
counterfeiting, He could engrave a 
plate, make his own inks and paper 
and print the complete note, MeCart 
ney had been arrested many times prior 
tomy arrest of him, and had always 
Managed to escape 

J captured him at Venice, Ills., on 
Bloody island, the famous old dueling 
ground of that section of the country, 
which was « little north of Kast St. 
Louis, This was in the fall of 1871, I 
took MeCartney to Springfield and 
turned him over to United States Mar 
shal Routt, who was afterward governor 
of Colorado, MeCartney was charged 
with counterfeiting United States 
money and committed to jailin default 
of $500,000) bail. Negotiations were 
entered into by the treasury depart 
ment that MeCartney should turn 
certain plates for counterfeiting notes, 
and thatin return his bail should be re 
duced to &25,000. ‘The agreement was 
carried out on both sides. MeCartney 
gave up the plates and $80,000 in coun 
terfeit money, He had to goto De 
catur, Ills., where he had buried it, 
dig it up. 

During the time that this notorious 
counterfeiter was out on bail he 
arrested in St, Louis, and was seriously 
shotin the fracas that followed the at 
tempt to arrest him, While in jail on 
crutches he broke out and left, taking 
with him four other counterfeiters who 
were confined at the time. A 
few weeks subsequently he was again 
arrested in Texas. <A big reward had 
been offered for his capture, The 
sheriff who arrested him telegraphed 
for the United States officials to come 
and take possession of him. ‘To make 
his escape impossible this sheriff and 
his posse camped out all night with 
McCartney, but he got away before 
morning. He was again arrested short- 
ly after this by another Texas sheriff, 

To secure him effectually this time 
this official manacled MeCartney’s arms 
and Jegs and started for Austin. When 
the train Austin MeCartney 
had made his escape.

Moreover, small de- 
tuchments of soldiers hunted them 
down, and army scouts went out in 
pairs and had many a stirring adven- 
ture. While these outlaws were ex- 
rebels mostof them hud been guerrillas 
in the war, robbing both friend and foe 
and the regular rebel soldier who had 
made a regular surrender had no sym- 
pathy with them, 

In September, 1866, word came into 
Helena that an outhiw named Bill 
Traver had taken up his retreat in the 
woods a few miles below and on the 
Mississippi shore of the river, In- 
deed, the word came to us direct from 
him and was brought by a colored man, 
Not being able to write, he had to send 
a verbal message, and it’ was the 
effect that he hated the goverument, 
had killed fifty Yankees during the war, 
and now defied the militury force to 
capture him, William Bastrop and 
myself, both being on duty BCOULS, 
were detailed to investigate, The 
dev detailing us meant this:

The Capital of New Hampshire is a 
pleasant city of 15,000 in- 
habitants, Its main street lies near 
the bank of the River Merrimac, and 
its streets stretch 
slopes of hills which 
west of the stream.

WETRHbDSE and Samuel Adams with the 
fuir Dorothy Quincy, afterward the 
wife of Hancock, were at the house of 
Rev. Jonas Clark, the minister of 
Lexington. It was said that Hancock 
passed the night ‘tin cleaning his gun 
and sword and putting his accoutre- 
ments in order.” and that he was at 
first determined to join the militia on 
the green but was finally dissuaded | 
from his purpose by Samuel Adams 


and Mr. Clark. Not long after mid- 
night they were uroused by Paul 


Revere who brought the sure tidings 
of the approach of the British soldiers. 
Mr. Clark and other friends of Han- 
cock and Adams advised them to seek 
a place of safety. At first they ob- 
jected, but were finally convinced that 
the preservation of their lives was of 
the utmost importance to the Colony 
and to the cause of freedom itself. 
Mr. Clark then entrusted them to the 
care of a trusty militin-man who was 
instructed to find for them a safe hiding 
place. THe first conducted them to a 
woody hill south-east of Mr. Clark’s 
house where they could witness what-| 
ever might happen at Lexington. 

On this hill Samuel Adams, hearing 
the British, uttered the prophetic ex- 
clamation, ** What a glorious mor ning 
for America is this !” 

Little did he think that these would 
become household words, repeated rom 
sire to son at the hearthstones of ¢ 
mighty nation. 

It was soon evident, however, that 
their retreat was too near the scene of 
action and the little party were con- 
ducted by their guide over the winding | 
country road to the house of Madam| 
Jones in Woburn Precinct, four miles 
away. This lady, a friend of Mr. 
Clark, was a zealous Whig and received 
her honored guests with great cordi- 
ality. She began at once to make | 
preparations for a good dinner with the 
help of her negro slave, Cuff. The 
coachman was sent back to Lexington 
for a fine salmon, which had been 
presented to Hancock and Adams as 
a rare treat at that season and was left 
behind in the haste of their flight. In 
due time the dinner was prepared and} 
set on the table in the **best room.” | 

The patriots were very hungry, as| 
in the confusion of the morning they 
had eaten no breakfast. But scarcely 
were they seated at the table when a| 
man from Lexington rushed into the| 
room exclaiming: ‘*My wife, I fear, is 
by this time in eternity, and as for you 
(speaking to Hancock and A¢ jams), 
you had better look out for yourselves 
for the enemy will soon be at your 
heels!” 

The company immediately rose from 
the table, leaving the salmon untasted, 
and once more prepared for flight. 
Their travelling carriage or coach was 
drawn away into the woods that it 
might not be a tell-tale object to their 
pursuers and Rev. John Murrett, the 
ininister, who lived at the home of 
Madam Jones, conducted them to u 
house owned by Amos Wyman and} 
situated in a very obscure place near 
the corner of Woburn Precinct, Bed- 
ford and Billerica.

LINGTON,

CURTIS. 


In the merry days of stage coaches 
Burlington was quite a famous place, 
being on the direct road from Boston 
to Concord, N. H. thirteen miles 
northeast of the Hub, between Woburn 
and Lexington. ‘The old tavern at the 
top of the hill, still standing, was in 
the later days the half way house 
between Boston and Lowell where the 
horses were changed. 

But when the Lowell railroad was 
built its course was turned from the 
direct route and Burlington was left 
stranded by the tide of progress. 
Stage coaches, passengers, and drivers 
vanished. ‘The jolly bustling days 
were over and Burlington settled into 
a quiet little town, visited only by 
sight-seers who come to yiew its 
scenery and places of historic interest. 

Burlington was originally a part of 
the old town of Woburn. In 1782 it 
was formed into a parish and was 
known by the name of Woburn Pre- 
cinet until, in 1799, it became a town. 
Its most famous house is known as the 
**Sewall House,” Its exact age can- 
not be determined but it was purchased 
in 1751 by the second minister of the 
parish and for a hundred years was the 
home of the pastors of the church, 
who were connected by marriage. On

Cotton, is given 
his homestead on Scott street and all his 
plate, pictures, ornaments, books, and 
household furniture, also 40 shares of the 
capital stock of the First National Bank in 
Woburn, Mass., and his pew in the First 
Congregational meeting-house.

East Middlesex Horse Car Fares, 


There is much feeling among the patrons 
of the East Middlesex horse railroad from 
Woburn to Malden in relation to the 
exhorbitant fares, At present the fares are 
scheduled as follows: Woburn to Stone- 
ham, 3 miles, eight cente; Woburn to 
Melrose Highlands, 6 miles, thirteen cents; 
Woburn to Malden, 8 miles, eighteen cents; 
Stoneham to Melrose Highlands, 3 miles, 
five cents. 

It seems to me, after carefully consider- 
ing the matter, that the present rates are 
enormously high, and show a genuine New 
England, conservative, grasping basis of 
management. Here are Woburn’s and 
Stoneham’s citizens paying 75 per cent 
more for transportation over the same 
distance than their Melrose brethren pay 
and, as the travel between these two points 
is largely of a commercial nature, the poor 
man and woman, workers In the vineyard, 
are taxed to support the road and ata higher 
rate than is charged by any other horse 
railroad in this country. ‘The managers 
will naturally say they know how much it 
costs to run their road, and that the present 
rates are scarce enough to keep the line 
open the season round, Have they ever 
tried the popular fare scheme? Iave they 
ever tried to cater to the masses and thus 
attempt to build up business? Do they 
ever think that prospectors for homes take 
the matter of horse car fares into consider- 
ation before they locate? Possibly they do, 
but the present rates indicate that they 
figure on the wrong basis. 

It would not be a bad idea if the 
managers were to consider a new rate and 
make a trial of it for at least six months, 
See them adopt a schedule as follows: 100 
rides between Woburn and Melrose, $10, 
and all way fures between Woburn, Stone- 
ham, Melrose and Malden, 5 cents. ‘This 
is a reasonable rate as compared with the 
present, and even these seem exorbitant in 
contrast with other lines. One can ride 
from Oak Sq. to City Point for 5 cents, or 
from any Northern and Eastern station to 
the Reservoir for the same amount, the 
distance being on an average of about 8 
miles, 

Then too comes the idea that if a low 
rate of fares were established the social 
public would become long distance patrons, 
where now they only ride between points, 
Hundreds of families, too poor to hire a 
horse and carriage, would suon get into the 
habit on summer evenings of taking an 
outing and refresh their bodies and minds 
with the beauties of nature, the fresh air of 
the uplands, for no suburban road is more 
varied with picturesque scenery than is 
noticeable all along the East Middlesex 
route from Woburn to Malden, 

That there will be a united effort on the 
part of the road’s patrons to induce the 
Company to lower their fares is certain, and 
for the benefit of that public, as well as the 
Corporation which will be legislatured into 
compliance with the demands if they do 
not accede to the wants of their patrons, 
these lines are written most dispassionately.

Rapid Transit in Cities. 

The growth of rapid transit facilities 
from 1880 to 1889, inclusive, in cities 
having over 50,000 inhabitants, has 
been great. Inthis period, the increase 
of atreet railway mileage, in the length 
of lines operated, has been from 1690 
niles to $151 miles, or 
86 1-2 percent. The greatest increase 
has been in the cities of Chicago and 
Boston. At the present time, the city 
of Philadelphia has the greatest mileage, 
followed in their order by, the cities of 
Boston, Chicago, New York, and 
Brooklyn. It will be seen that im 
length of line New York ranks fourth, 
but in considering the length of all 
tracks including sidings, this city stands 
first,with 824 miles. ‘The increase in 
mileage was much the greater in the 
last three years of the decade than in 
the seven previous years. Nearly 60 
per cent of the increase was in these 
years, Considering the mileage in 
connection with the kinds of power em- 
ployed, and it is noticed that 75 per 
cent of the total mileage is operated 
by horse power; 8 per cent by electri- 
city; 8 per cent by enable; and 9 per 
cent by steam. Boston leads all other 
cities in the use of electricity as a mo- 
tive power; Scranton, Pa., Omaha, 
Neb., and Pittsburgh, Pa., coming 
next. It is noticed as a peculiarity of 
Boston and Philadelphia roads, es- 
pecially of the latter city, that the 
tracks usually occupy different streets 
in going to and from a terminus instead 
of being laid upon the same street.— 
Boston Journal of Commerce.

| Two Amiahlo F flendta That Used to Be 
In San Francisco Together, 

There were many other “characters” 
in San Francisco in those early days, 
but I willsimply allude to two four 
legwed celebrities who will be easily re- 
membered by the early residents, Bum- 
mer and Lazarus were two dogs that 
were as thorough vagrants as any old 
trainps. Just when it was that Bum- 
mer made his first appearance I cannot 
say, but when I first Knew him, in 1860, 
he was recognized as a kindred spirit 
by all the bumnmers in town, which 
gave him the name he wore with so 


mueh credit to himself. He was a 
mongrel, having evidently a mixed an 
cestry. 

The noble Newfoundland blood 


coursed through his veins, mingled with 
that of the brave but somewhat vicious 
bull. Ile could not be termed a socia 
ble dog, for he would recognize no mas- 
ter, nor would he respond to any courte- 
sies paid him, but treated all with the 
most sublime indifference. He fre- 
quented all the bar rooms and lunch ta- 
bles, though he was never known to emu 
late his namesakes, He was always a wel- 
come guest, however, and never failed 
to have abundance to eat. He never 
was known to snarl or bite, and was 
never ill used; indeed, it would have 
been a bold man who would undertake 
to offer him an insult, for the freedom 
of the city had been granted him by 
the board of supervisors, and none but 
friends were to be found wherever he 
went. 

On one oceasion he found a mangy 
cur dog, who had been stoned by the 
boys and generally maltreated, The 
poor dog had come sadly to grief, 
having his leg broken and being entire 
ly disabled. The sympathies of Bum 
mer were roused. He took the poor 
dog under his care, supplied him with 
food and acted the “Good Samaritan” 
toward him until his leg had healed, 
when he adopted him as his com- 
panion, and thenceforward wherever 
one dog was seen the other was sure to 
be seen also, 

The intimacy, was noticed, and the 
name of Lazarus was bestowed on the 
neweomer, The ordinance relating to 
Bummer was revised, and Lazarus was 
included in the general freedom of the 
city. No dog catchers could in any 
way reach them, No licenses were re- 
quired from them. Thenceforward 
life was a pienie for them both. But 
in 1865, Iam sorry to say, some mis- 
creant took advantage of the confidence 
displayed by the dogs and gave Laza- 
rus some poisoned meat, and Bummer 
remained alone. A ery of indignation 
went up from the entire city, and the 
newspapers were outspoken in 
opinions of the action. In what year 
Bummer entered the ‘*Dog’s Paradise” 
I do not know, but after his death his 
body was stuffed and decorated the 
bar room of Martin & Horton for many 
years, I am told. It has now been 
consigned to their cellar, —Boston Sat- 
urday Globe.

fh Baseball Catcher Should Train 
His Season's Work. 


How 
for 

The training of the catcher has in it 
less variety, and is in consequence far 
more tedious than that of the pitcher, 
The work of strengthening the muscles 
of the shoulder and arm is the same as 
that described for the piteher; but in 
the throwing practice the  cateher 
should devote his attention to the 
shortarmn throw, THe should begin at 
the short distance of perhaps fifty feet 
and inerease that distance very gradu 
ally. In fact, he ought, even when he 
ean readily throw the full distance 
from home to second with comparative 
ease, to do most of his throwing at two- 
thirds that distanee, After the nine 
has begun to work in the field it is not 
advisable for the catcher to throw to 
second anything like the number of 
times the majority of amateurs attempt 
daily. Only after the nine has been 
out of doors for two or three weeks is 
so much of the full distance throwing 
safe for any catcher who wishes to have 
his arm in good condition, 

The position of the feet in throwing 
isall important. If he be a strong man 
of moderate weight he can and should 
throw without changing the position of 
the feet. To this object his gymnasium 
practice should be devoted, Standing 
steadily upon his feet in the exact po 
sition assumed at the moment of eatch 
ing the ball, he should, with a slight 
swing at the hips, be able to send the 
ball down, ‘Throwing in a cage with 
alow ceiling is the best thing possible 
for him, as it forces him to throw hard 
and on a line, 

A point of eatcher’s practice, which 
not enter into the work of the 
pitcher, that of toughening the 
hands, Rowing on the machines, climb 
ing the rope, swinging on the 
rings and handball, if there are any 
courts for that excellent game, will all 
tend toward this end. He should con 
sider, however, that it not merely 
toughening the skin of the hands that 
desirable, but also hardening the 
flesh so that it is not easily bruised. Mor 
this reason he should ‘pass ball? with- 
out gloves regularly every day. 

At the outset he should receive no 
swift balls, and should stop at. the first 
feeling of anything beyond a moderate 
tingling of the palms, His hands should 
receive their full preparatory hardening 
out into the field, for 
ordinary carefulness demands that he 
should do no catching behind the bat 
ufter the season commences except with 
thoroughly protected by well 
padded gloves. Whiat is called a stone 
bruise is one of the tenderest and most 
wasting Mmementoes of carelessness in this

The Material of Dumas’ Stories. 
Por the backgrounds of his stories 
Dumas went naturally to the epoch of

Ten Syiuptome Peeuliar to Churehgoing 
Members on Wet Sundays. 


When preachers hanker for a rest the 
fock can hardly be condemned for doing 
likewise. With the mercury traveling 
above the 90 mark the inducements for 
shurehgoing are hardly as strong as 
when the temperature is more moderate, 
And when the regular shepherd is tak 
Ing in oeean or mountain breezes the 
part of the flock which by necessity is 
compelled to stay by the stuff can read- 
ily find excuses for absence from chureh 
when a strange preacher fills the pulpit. 
What with camp meetings, watering 
places and hot weather the stay at home 
preacher meets with slim congregations, 
as a rule, during dog days.

Regiment, 


| Tast Thesday wasn galaeday in this city 
Out of reepect for the occasion it was made 
a sort of semicholiday by the people and 
trade wae partially suspended Music, 
flags, marching, banqueting and 
comprised the chiet features of the order of 
exercises, 

It was the 24th annual reunion of the 89th 
Masacliusetts Regimentof Volunteers, The 
Regiment were the guests of Company K of 
this city, who on two former ovcasions have 
done the honors of host in a manner highly 
to their credit and to the satiefaction of the 
fother Companies. Co. Ko are generous 
entertainers, aa they were brave soldiers on 
the fleld of conflict. 

The weather was just as glorious as any 
weather could possibly have been, and when 
the Veterans arrived on the 10.15, a. m 
train they found genial sunshine, braving 
autumn breezes, a splendidly decorated 
city, and many open hearts and hands to 
give them welcome to Woburn. They were 
a fine looking body of men and there seemed 
to be nearly as much elasticity in their step 
when marching through our streets as there 
was when, nearly SO years ago, they left 
their Northern homes for Southern battle- 
flelds to put down the great Rebellion.

Street Superintendent Gilman F. Jones 
finished the sewer on Main. street laid 
chiefly forthe use of the Woburn Steam 
Laundry on Saturday evening last in good 
shape and without any interference from 
the Medford authorities. If these latter 
gentlemen had known what Mr. Jones was 
up to it iv highly probable that the air in 
}this city would lave been filled full of 
} Court injunctions and things of that kind 
ul day Friday and Saturday, but they were | 
in dense ignorance of what was ' 
until late Saturday when an officer of Med-| 
ford came up and found it was too late to} 
prevent the sewer being laid. | 

It became imperative for Richardson | 
Brothers to secure another outlet for the | 
water from their laundry because Boston | 
would no longer allow of its being emptied 
jinto Horn Pond by way of the public sewer 
through the Town Meadow. Just what to | 
do was a problem of Jarge magnitude. 
Unless the city could furnish them proper 
drainnyge the lnundry must go to some 
other locality, and as it is an establishment 
constantly employing not less than 75 hands, | 
with a large weekly payroll, and a handsome 
wmountof property for taxation purposes, | 
retention here by furnishing proper 
sewernge wits i matter worthy of a big 
effort. Ourcity authorities thoughtit could | 
be done—and they did it. Street Supt. 
Jones had an interview with the Boston 
Water Board and with the officers of the B. | 
& M. RR. Co, which, whatever passed 
between them, resalted in his setting 50 or 
75 men quietly to work putting in a sewer 
from the Railroad's extension of the Boston 
sewer atthe Main street railroad crossing 
to the laundry pipe at Walnut street, and 
}his undertaking was a complete success, | 
When a movement similar to this was 
agitated last year Medford flew to arms, so | 
to speak, and threatened Woburn with all 
sorts of terrible things if she attempted to! 
run any more of her sewerage through the 
Boston pipes into Mystic Pond, and if they | 
had been aware of what Mr. Jones was! 
doing the authorities of that excellent but! 
sleepy old burg would have tried to kick up 
a firsteluss row. | 

Butthey didnotknow. Mr, Jones hurried 
the work as rapidly as possible and on 
Saturday evening it was finished up in fine 
shape, at a cost of about $800, and the 
Woburn Steam Laundry is a fixture

The annual vacations are at an end, the 
autumn session of the schools has begun and 
the scholars are alrendy well started on the 
work of the year. In consequence of this 
there is quite a lively and wideawake ap- 
pearance at the Library and we are glad to 
see the interest and enthusiasm manifested 
by our young people in their search for sub- 
jects and answers to questions. The public 
library is the place where the scholar can 
be taught how to use books as the student 
in science is taught how to use the instru- 
ments put into his hands; itis in fact the 
workshop where the material inay be found 
in which to accomplish all he may desire. 

A number of valuable and important 
books have been placed upon the shelves 
during the last few weeks, among which are 
“Rambles in the Black Forest” by H. Wolf 
where a good description is given of that 
part of Germany so little known to any but 
the Germans until recently. The English 
are now beginning to vary their route and 
to pass by rail throrgh this picturesque for- 
est tarrying at Friberg to see the waterfall 
illuminated by the electric light.  Ameri- 
cuns too are growing more adventureous 
and occasionally stop for a short time on 
the heights of Blauen to inhale the country 
air and admire the Alps from a distance, 

“White Mountains” by Julius H. Ward 
proves the author not only to be possessed 
ofa close acquaintance with the physical 
traits of this wonderful region he describes 
but is, as it were, on intimate relations with 
these grand mountains, valleys and high- 
lands, ‘l’o those who are visiting the White 
Hills it will suggest and aid, and to those 
who know and love them it will illuminate 
memories and increase appreciation, 

Books about Africa are decidedly the 
fashion in literature just now. One of the 
books is ‘Scouting for Stanley in East 
Africa” by Thomas Stevens who many read- 
ers will remember as the writer of the in- 
teresting book ‘*Around the World on a 
Bicycle;” this work, so full of peril and 
incident, will be found a good introduction 
to Stanley’s great work on that country 
“In Darkest Africa.” In view of the 
enormous amount of public interest taken 
in this work we have placed three copies in 
the hands of our patrons. It is in two vol- 


umes and contains a thousand pages and is | 


agraphic account of his greatest achieve- 
ment, 

“Talks with Emerson” by Charles Wood- 
bery is a book nlive with meaning and sug- 
gestion, well adapted to interest young men, 
and is an evidence of the influence of Em- 
erson's personality over them, for it is said 
that seldom any other writer or teacher in 
our history ever so completely won the rev- 
erence and the affection of this class. The 
author's account of his personal associations 
with Emerson casts no new light on the 
character of the man but is well worth 
reading. ‘Economic and Social History of 
New England” by W. B. Weeden covers a 
new field of inquiry and one which now 
possesses a greater degree of interest than 
ever before to students of social and indus- 
trial questions. It is nota general history 
of New England and touches its political 
history only as it effects its social interests, 

“A Social Departure” is the title of a 
book of travels—a journey round the world 
by two young women. Itcomes to us neat- 
ly bound with over 100 illustrations and is 
prolific in entertainment and instruction, 
Ite style is bright and alluring and all those 
who delight in books of foreign travel will 
receive much pleasure from this. Itis very 
“American” now for women to travel alone, 
and why should it not be when we reflect 
upon what the statistics are relating to the 
surplus female population? Certainly it is 
a privilege no one will deny them when they 
possess an eye which has been trained to 
some understanding of the beauty and 
majesty of the natural world and an intelli- 
gence somewhat educated by study into a 
knowledge of the manners and customs of 
so many different nations, They travelled 
3900 miles across the great North West, 
through the Rocky Mountains describing 
many strange exoeriences and novel scenes 
in the silent, solemn heart of the Rockies; 
they discuss intelligently the opening of 
trade between China and Japan by the new 
railway ald steamship lines. ‘They ride in 
the jinrikisha at Japan and tell us all about 
the marvellous and quaint little shops in the 
“QLand of the Rising Sun;” to China for a 
short time with the Celestials, and then to 
India where they see and admire the beauty 
of the Taj at Argra. 

The eighth volume of the Riverside Li- 
brary for young people entitled ‘Giris and 
Women” will be found an excellent guide 
for young persons, It teaches that the 
highest aim should be to acquire a noble 
character, even if one has to sacrifice am- 
vitions and tients. A few rules are laid 
down which are essential to health ‘Breathe 
fresh airs’ ‘Take plenty of exercise:” 
“Work regularly with body and mind;" 
“Study something new every year,” 
‘Make home pleasant,” ‘'Be charitable but 
let the charity come from the heart.” 
Though this book is designed for young 
people the middle aged and old will find 
much in it that will appeal to them,

LESSON XIII, THIRD QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, SEPT. 28. 
Those Who Failed to Ac 
The Rich Young Man 
Whom Jesus Loved—What Was the Sin 
of Dives?—The Personality of St. Luke, 


The Cases of 


cept the Gospel 


The teachings comprised in the twelve 
lessons preceding are so many, varied and 
important that a specific review, or even 
satisfactory mention of each principle ad 
vanced, is manifestly impossible, A few 
salient points, however, should be noted: 
The development of Christian doctrines; 
the fact that these lessons deal chiefly with 
teaching and very little with personal his- 
tory, and especially the instances given il 
lustrating the reasons why men do not ac- 
sept the gospel and order their lives in ne- 
vordance therewith, In the cases of those 
bidden to the supper, one was kept away 
by his wife, and another by his oxen; one 
by an unreasonable fondness, and another 
by mere love of property. 

Again, in the case of the wealthy young 
man we have a very peculiar and aifecting 
instance, ‘The text plainly shows that he 
was a youth of much nobility of character, 
and another evangelist adds that Jesus 
loved him, Tle was no doubt “one of the 
most popular men of our community,” as 
the modern phrase has it, and yet he had not 
abused his wealth or popularity, for he was 
chaste, temperate and just. And yet even 
he failed to accept Christ—he had too much 
money, or atany rate thought too much 
of it. 

Other characters are the greedy rich 
man, the lazy and voluptuous man, the 
merely indifferent man, and finally Dives, 
against whom no serious allegation is 
mrde—he seems to have been what some 
call “a downright good fellow,” “a jolly 
dog,” eating and drinking and having a 
“good time,’ “never bothering his head 
about reforming the world,” but “letting 
each fellow look out for himself.” 

And on him a special condemnation falls 
—and whata fearful condemnation! Out 
of all who rejected Christ, as recorded in 
the quarter's lessons, he alone is followed 
beyond the grave and selected as an in- 
stance of tinal and complete reprobation, 
Not the murderer, not the extortioner, not 
even the impenitent thief—simply the man 
who had drifted along and enjoyed him- 
self and never inquired about the sick and 
sorrowing. Are we at liberty to conclude 
that the state of society in the Roman em- 
pire at that time and the luxury then be- 
inning among the wealthy were consid- 
ered in this parable? And surely there 
never was a time when the lesson was so 
upplicable as now; for there never was a 
time in the world’s history when so many 
great fortunes were so suddenly acquired 
as in the United States in this generation, 
Never was the moral responsibility of the 
wealthy so great as now. Wealth is not 
sinful; but as to a life of mere enjoyment 
Christ has given us the divine view in His 
aecount of Dives. Of all the sinners men- 
tioned during the quarter’s lessons Dives 
is selected as the utterly hopeless case. 

It should also be specially noted that the 
work of the last quarter is practically a 
study of Luke's gospel; the student should, 
therefore, as occasion serves, examine the 
authorities as to Luke. Here it is suffi- 
cient to state that he was a physician and 
man of learning, a companion for some 
time of St. Paul and author of the ‘Acts 
of the Apostles.’ Other facts of his life 
are not clearly proved. but the primitive 
Christians received by general tradition 
the statement that he was a native of An 
tioch, a Greek by blood rather than a Jew, 
or, at any vate, of Greek rearing and cult- 
ure, one of Che earliest converts and a very 
careful and diligent student of all things 
connected with the earthly life of Christ. 
The style of his writing shows that he had 
the “historical sense” very well developed. 

The first mention of this gospel is alleged 
to be by Clement of Rome, about the year 
100; and it is spoken of as a work already 
generally known to Christians and accepted 
as authority. Tor these and many other 
reasons the best judgment is that Luke 
wrote his gospel not long before the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, and with the as- 
sistance of St, Paul Tradition adds that 
he died a natural death at the age of 84, 
after preaching in various countries. As 
to the style 6f Luke itshould be noted that 
he is careful to fix the time of each import- 
ant event by mentioning the rulers in 
power at the time, The construction is 
artistic: First is the address to Theophilus 
and a citation of wuthorities, then the ad- 
vent of John the Baptist and events in his- 
toric order to the beginning of Christ’s 
ministry, and then the development of doc- 
trines und lessons in vegular order, 

The quarter now closing opens with an 
impressive lesson on the proper use of the 
Sabbath; itis not to be kept by mere rigid 
formalism, as the Pharisees kept it, but 
with a devotion, ‘The old Jewish 
Sabbath is done away with, The parable 
of the supper follows, and here, as in many 
other places in Luke, the fact is emphasized 
that those who held rule among the Jews, 
with very rare exceptions, had no welcome 
for Jesus. The beginning of a Christian 
life—"takings up the eross’’—the finding of 
the lost sheep and the lost piece of money 
and the prodigal son as an example of for- 
giveness follow as regular chapters in a 
serial discourse upon the work of grace. 
The parable of Dives and Lazarus is the 
most vivid picture of the life beyond the 
grave given in Christ's teachings, and ap- 
propriately this division of this 
gospel, 

The miracle of the ten lepers, the parable 
of the widow who prevailed by prayer and 
the contrasted prayers of the Pharisee and 
publican logically come together as cons 
taining our Lord’s teaching on the power 
of prayer in healing for the soul, Other 
parables and incidents follow, each intro- 
ducing an important principle of the Chris- 
tian faith, aud the quarter closes with an- 
other and most emphatic lesson upon the 
hostility of the chief priests and the scribes, 
The student curious upon such matters 
should consult the recent discus 
sions on the prophecy concerning the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, and especially the 
question lately debated with some heat as 
to whether St. Luke recorded the prophecy 
before or after its fulfillment. As the city 
was destroyed in A. D. 7] and as Luke was 
traveling with St. Paul as late as 61 (in the 
spring of that yearthey reached Rome after 
the shipwreck), the question is one of great 
interest,

A Few Suggestions About Shoes, 

Never try to wear a shoe that is too 
small for you, nor that is nota 
good fit for your foot. By good fit is 
mmeant one that fits sufficiently snug 
not to wrinkle, nor to allow your foot 
to slip around in the shoe, yet loose 
enough to allow plenty of ease and 
comfort, with square toes, low, broad 
heels, and particularly from three-quar- 
ters to one inch longer than you could 
wear if you allowed your big toe to go 
to the end of the shoe. 

Along shoe gives a more graceful 
effect to the foot, is more comfortable 
Be careful not to run 
your shoes over at the heel or sides; 
this is the result of carelessness, and in 
Inany people really amounts to a de- 
formity, besides quickly ruining a shoe, 
Never let shoes get hard or dry by dry- 
ing them by the fire, which dries and 
injures them badly; dry them gradual- 
ly, and if quite wet rub on a little bit 
of castor oil or tallow before drying, as 
the steam generated in a wet boot or 
shoe will scald it and cause it to crack, 

Occasionally wash off the old dry 
blacking, applying a little castor oil. 
Do not put on a thick, heavy coat. 
When polishing shoes a gentle brush- 
ing with a soft brush is better for the 
shoes than the vigorous work of the 
bootblack. Never put on or handle a 
patent leather when it is cold; always 
warm it thoroughly before bending the 
leather; if put on when warm, and in 
a warm room, a patent leather shoe 
may be worn out in the cold without 
injury. Do not wear rubbers over a 
nice, new pair of shoes, as they spoil 
the leather. Keep an older pair to 
wear under rubbers when possible; al- 
ways take your rubbers off when enter- 
ing the house.—Good Housekeeping,

“Tf T don’t miss my guess very mueh 
we will have snow before morning,” 
exclaimed Patrolman Josh Spears, 

“If you remember, the winter of 
1762-63 was a very open one, In fact, 
if 1 remember rightly, there was but 
little weather too chilly for a man to go 


in his shirt sleeves. Why, i was run 
ning around then barefoot, quite a 
chunk of a lad, Tt was in many re 


spects a most remarkable winter. Lor 
instance, we cut hay on the Ist of Jan- 
uary, Well, the winter went away and 
spring happened along, It was just 
like any other spring; but an old In 
dian chief who lived near our house in 
Brown county said that before the year 
was done the winter would make up 
for lost time. We didn’t pay much at 
tention to the warning, laughing it 
away asanidle jest, and soon it dropped 
out of mind entirely, The 23d day of 
August, 1768, was the hottest day Lever 
knew. ‘The sun raised blisters on the 
street pavements, and wells a thousand 
feet deep went dry, It was not safe 
for any person to be where the sun 
could get a good square lick at him, If 
he did he would shrink up and die right 
there. About 7 o'clock in the evening 
a light breeze came up, and the people 
ventured out. In the western sky 
there was just such a cloud as I pointed 
out to you afew minutes ago. We 
didn’t know what it meant then, but 
we found out later on, By 8 o'clock that 
evening the atmosphere was cool and 
pleasant, and every one went to bed to 
eatch a little sleep, for the intense heat 
of the previous nights had driven sleep 
from oureyes. Inthe morning there was 
six feet of snow all the town, 
Every bit of running water was now 
frozen, wells and cisterns were frozen 
solid, all grain and vegetable life were 
killed, and tlowers withered before the 
snow like bananas before my friend 
Hart, Several houses where the win- 
dows had been left opened were half 
filled with snow. It was a cracking 
cold morning, the mercury was 60 degs. 
below zero and it seemed to be growing 
chillier every minute. 

“About 11 o'clock a high wind came 
up, and the snow was piled in drifts 
about the city, It was banked up 
against the Lutheran church to a 
height of 70 feet. As if that was not 
enough, at 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the snow commenced falling again, 
It did not come down like plain, every 
day winter snow. ‘There were no flakes, 
but spheres about the size of base balls. 
They were as hard as chilled steel until 
they struck the earth, and then they 
burst, not because of the hardness of 
the ground alone—though it was frozen 
so hard that it could not be broken 
with dynamite cartridges—but there 
was & peculiar atmospheric condition 
that was heightened when the snow- 
ball came in contact with the earth, 
and this brought about the bursting I 
mentioned previously, ‘There was not 
the least bit of noise attendant on the 
bursting—or, I night say, by a violent 
attack on the English language that 
the explosion was perfectly noiscless, 
But a thousand different colors darted 
and dashed from the fragments. It 
was the most wonderful pyrotechnic 
display I ever witnessed, It was broad 
daylight, too, The result of this 
strange unnatural shower of snowballs 
was that over fifty feet of snow was 
piled upon that city’’——

In the Constitutional Convention 
now in session at Jacksou, Miss., Dele- 
gate Jolin W. Bewell, on August 21, 
offered a resolution as follows: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that it is a condition 
sary to the solution of the franchise 
problem that the right to vote shall be 
secured by proper constitutional enact- 
inevnt to every woman 
resided in this State six months and 
who shall be 21 years of age or upward, 
and who shall own or whose husband, 
if she have a husband, shall own real 
estate situated in this State of the clear 
value of $200 over and above all 
cumbrances, The vote of every 
woman voting in any election shall be
